Two Senators for Each State. 
C ongress con sists of 
tw o 
Mutator* 
from each state, the sm allest state as 
well as the largest, and a number of 
representatives, according to popula­ 
tion. 
T he basis of representation, or 
number of inhabitants for a represen­ 
tative, Is fixed by congress under eueh 
recurring census sa as to secure ad e­ 
quate representation for every state 
without m aking the house too large 
aud unwieldy. 
T he Constitution of 
the United States, adopted in 1789, 
said 
the 
number 
of 
representatives 
should not exceed one for every 30,000 
of population, and as no census had 
yet been taken, 30,000 was adopted as 
the ratio o f representation ami the 
population Of the different states w as 
estimated. 
By this process the first 
bouse o f representatives consisted of 
65 member*. 
Since then congress has 
passed 13 apportionment acts, under 13 
different censuses, changing the busts 
o f representation every 
tim e 
except 
once. 
In 1800 and In 1810 the ratio was 
fixed at one representative for 33,000 
population. 
In 1820 the ratio w as in­ 
creased to 35,000. and it has been In­ 
creased every tenth year since till It Is 
now 211.877. while the m em bership o f 
the house has increased from 05 to 435

OLO GOTHIC BURNS 


Great Structures in England 


Similar to Village Churches. 


Unapproachable in Dignity; Beautiful I 
as Cathedrals; No Ostentation of 
j 
the Builders Art. 


The great old atone barns of Eng­ 
land, dating, many of them, from the 
fourteenth century, are, comparatively 
speaking, little known to tin* general 
public, 
Hays 
the 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor. 
The beautiful architecture 
to be found in tin* English village 
churches has received Its full meed ol 
appreciation, and so, though possibly 
in a slightI.v less degree, have lite 
fine old manor houses which dot the 
countryside and provide a most inter­ 
esting study in the local variations 
which occur in the generally prevail­ 
ing style at any given period. 
The 
bams, however, have been rather neg­ 
lected, and literature on the subject is 
practically nonexistent. 
Yet th'* barn is intimately bound up 
with the history of tin* neighborhood 
in which it stands, and where, for pos­ 
sibly nearly 500 years, it has been ful­ 
filling practically the same eminently 
Important functions, with little change, 
for the benefit of the folk in its neigh­ 
borhood. 
The methods of the farm er 
may vary, hut the general routine of 
the countryside goes on, much tin* 
same, century after century, and the 
great harris still stand ready to house 
th** people’s food as they have done, 
summer and winter, for so many hun­ 
dred years. 
These old Gothic barns are very 
dignified and very beautiful buildings, 
comparable in some ways to tin* vil­ 
lage churches whose contemporaries 
they are, and if they are le^s ornate, 
they tire, In their simplicity, hardly 
Ie** imposing. 
Indeed, some people 
would give the balance in favor of 
the ham s in this matter. 
It is by no m eans alway* an easy . 
m atter to tell the precise date of 
these barns ut first sight, hut some­ 
times there is n little carving, a bit 
of tracery or a finial which will supply I 
the clew, or possibly again, the form 
of a buttress may afford an indica­ 
tion; but fortunately there are gener­ 
ally local records to which access may 
in* had containing details of the origin 
and foundation of the hums. 
Among the famous fourteenth cen­ 
tury barns of England are those at 
Glastonbury, Wells and Billon in Horn* 
ersetshire, Great Cox well in Berkshire 
and Abbot sbury in Dorset shim. These jtt 
tire nil what may be described tis burn* j 
of the first m agnitude; great cruci­ 
form buildings w hich may well vie in I 
size and dignity with many churches. 
Of the bern at Great Uoxwcll, Wil­ 
liam Morris said flint it was “unap­ 
proachable in its dignity, tis beautiful 
as a cathedral, yet with no ostentation 
of tin* builder’s art,” and la* always 
declared Butt it was one of the fin© A 
buildings in England or anywhere else.

Blit we have no blea 
that such a plan will be adopted.
